Tur annual report of the China Association 
for 1904-5 as usual bristles with so many 
pointe of interest that it is difficult. to relate 
coherently .the ground it covers or the 
results that have attended the efforts of the 
Associntion, Opening with an izevitable 
reference to the war, the report states that 
“itis impossible to suppose that the 
Chinese can witness the snecesses which 
‘hove bean achieved by Japan... with- 
out. becoming conscions of the latent 
military possibilities in thoir own enormous 
population, if properly organised.” There 
aie, of course, already numerous indications 
that China has guined euch s consciousness 
and is now groping her way towards giving 
practical effect to the ideas thus acquired. 
It is to be hoped that a similar’ willingness 
to profit by experience may be exhibited in 
otber directions; and that in trade matters 
China may, as the report goes on, “ recoh- 


sider her stubborn adherence to Oriental |- 


ways and adopt Western methods, which 
have contributed se much to the prosperity 
and advancement pf Japan.” In an isolated 
paragraph following the remark that “signs 
of au udvance are not wanting,” the report 
says simply, There is no change in the 
-personnel of :theChinese Court. The: 
Dowager Empress still remuins in power.” 
Thero is an “apparent implication sbout 
that which perhaps was not intended. With 
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regard to the iutroduetion of currency 
reform, the idea that “ foreign assistance 

nad pressure will be necessary.” 33 con- 
firmed. In railway enterprise, greater 
hopes are rested on the Chinese, the various 
native promotions, being noted with ap- 
proval. Since this report. was published, 
there have been indications that the sus- 
pended work on the. Hankow-Canton line 
ia being resumed ; and important dovelop- 
menta are now being talked of, The report 
seems remarkably free from political bias 
in its reference to the Korean lines, by 
which “the spread of Jupaneso influence 
will be greatly facilitated.” Owing to the 
willingness of the British and Ame.ican 
Governments to waive the protocol annex 
relating to tho Whangpoo conservancy 
scheme, the prospect .of the Chinese them- 
selves executing ‘this important’ work 
approxched perceptibly nearer, o change 


| which. received the support of the China 


Associntion, although the Shanghai branch 
wag said to entertain the opinion that it 
would be in the nature of a dangerous - pre- 
cedent. Their own telegram, however, 
made, it clear that, provided’ suitable 
guarantecs were forthcoming, they would 
welcome this way of avoiding international 
jealousies. Nothing new uppears with 
regard to the vexatious Trade Marks Regu- 
lations question; but the Association is 
fully alive to the needs of this matter. We 
abould have boen glad to see the Association 
more concerned gbout the non-production 
of tho promised Mining Regulations; but 
as.there is a mention of this matter, bow- 
evor brief, we may presume that it is not 
being lost sight of, The publication of a 
satisfactory set of Regulations should he

tinued presence in Shanghai of o emall 
party of French soldiers” seems’ » amall 
matter to-have been mado the subject: of 
a representation to tho Foreign Office; 
but as it is within our knowledge 
that our French friends in. the northern 
port have persisted in referring to 
these as “troops,” it was an irregularity 
that very properly demanded attention.

BOTANY AT HONGKON 


te 

Mr. 8, ‘I. Dunn, Saperintendent of the 
Botanical and Afforvstation Department, in his 
aunual report for 1904 sys :— 

HERBARIUM. 

Tho arrears of work in the Herbarium have 
gradually been overtaken with the help of the 
two Chinese Herborium Assistants appoiuted 
at tho commencoment of tho year. . Their 
appointment has been amply justified. The 
generous policy of tho Goversment towards 
this scientific adjunct of the De artmont 
is alrendy boaring fruit avd itis evident that 
with the céllections now flowing in’ from all 
parts of China tho Colonial Herbarium will soon - 
aysime the place which it onght to ocenpy with 
regard to the flora of tha country. The mero 
fact that itis the only pablie Herbarium iv China, 
and that the fora of China is probably now 
receiting- more attention from Europsan and 
American botanists|than any other rart of the 
world, warrantait o careor of usefulness. Sir 
Joseph Hooker once described Hongkong as 
“the key of tho botanic position as regards 
the Chineso Empire” (Vile Memorandum, 
1.2, 78), and perhaps this point may bs now 
said to be capturod, for while individnal entor- 
prise has dono anch to eupply information and 
material to the botanical establishments of 
Kew, Puris, Berlin and. St. Petersburg. 
no pert of Chinn is so well raprasonted 
iu any Herburinm aa is Kwangiung and 
espucially the neighbourhood of Heugkeny 
in -the great Horbarium of Kow. Such 
assistance #3 this establishment can give 
to Kow jx its mont important national work. 
but it is also becoming moro und mores centre 
of bolunical enterprise in the far cast. A 
recognition of this is alreaty b-ing shown by 
the increasing number of requests for botanical 
information irom different parts of China. 
Mora than 60% specimens have hoen examined 
and determined for correspondents from other, 
posts during the year. Tho Chineso assistants 
have shown yeraurkable aptitude in dealing with 
thin kind of work. 

All local specirions preserved in tho Her- 
barium, if of sufficient interest, receive sopariute 
consecutive pumbers to insure uccuracy of 
reference, and tho progress of the numbering 
ia nome guide to the anoual iucreaso of the 
collection. At the ends of tho last three years 
the numbers have reached—1902, No. 700; 
1903, No. 1,09] ; 1804, No. 1,750. 

One of the chief difficulties in kooping the 
collections in good ordor is the. great. dampness 
of tha suminer months. The Herbarium has to 
be artificially dried during this period, For- 
morly a wood stave was used, but the riskiness 
of this mothod with so. valuable a collection is 
now. recognized, and agas stove has been sab- 
stituted, This has the additional advantage of 
being usable during the night. nud thus avoid- 
ing’ the excessive hoat of a _Klove in -working: 
hours during the summer. Even this source of 
heat has been some anxiety during tho recent 
vagaries of the gas supply. ‘ 

BOTANCIAL INVESTIGATIONS. 

Ginkgo biloba, L. (Suliaburia adiantifolia 
Sm.)—In the Index Flore Sinenia, ii. 547 Dr. 
Masters quotes Mra. Bishop ex saying that she 
had met with sevaral fino specimeas af . Ginkgo 
in the magnificent forests which surrennded 
the sources of, the Great Gold River and tho 
smaller Min in Szechuen. Sir Ernest Satow 
once told me ‘that. he doubted the indigenous 
status of this tree in Chins, and be recently 
seut me aletterfrom Mr. Hosie supporting his 
view, with-regard particularly te Szechuen. Mr. 
Hosie states that. it is common-in that Province, 


“bat only as a cultivated tree. the ‘xeeds being a 


general article of commerce throughout most 
parts of China. Mr. E. H. Wrison, too, dur: 
ing his extensive botavical explorations in 
West China, did not meet with it. in a wild’ 
state. In view of these opinions it is probably 
safer nt present: to omit the Ginkgo from tho 
Chiness indigenous flora, ‘The fuct probably is, 
as SoLss-LAUSACH has pointed out, that the 
Ginkgo hus long outhyed its natural age in tho 
flora of the earth, and hus only beou presurved 
from extinction ve the care of’ the Chineso 
priests. 

The tree is wilhont near relations in our 
extant flora, uud when Mr, Archibaid Little 
described to me in 1903-0 most remirkabdle tree, 
like Glakga, which he had déen neae Chengtu, 
T bogged him, if again in that neighbourhood, 
to rovisit the spot wud secure details. fur in- 
vestigation. Accordingly when Mr. aad -Mra, 
Little were near: Chongtu in April of last 
year they most kindly made o detonr. of 
140 li, took. severul photographs of the treo 
and sent them to Hongkong with an interest- 
ing description.

and sro commonly inet with on old trees in. 
Japan. The above instance, howover, is the

Flora of South Bast Kwengtong.—In July 
and August, 1903, a Chinese collector was sent 
to explore Sze-tse Shan,-a monutain in Kwang- 
tung Province 70 miles fo the ‘west of Hong- 
kong and nest the city of Sanning, and to 
make collections of plants thero and ia the 
surrounding country,  Sze-tee Shon, like mruy 
of the moupotains in South. Kwangtung, 1B 
densely coverad in most parts with bamboo. 
Tt has much the same flora as Tai-mo Shan.

‘The 
former was only once collocted before on the 
West River ia 1878, the lutter was identified 
aga Chigese plaut ouly from ‘Hougkong. 

Flora of Honaz.— Captain Lieht of the 14th 
Mahrattas, on his retarn front u teip in septem- 
ber, brought to tho Herbariam » number of 
specimens of plants whiob he bad hastily gather. 
et cn route, It wellillustrutes tho prosont state 
of our knowledge of the flora of China whon we 
find that out of theseplants, threeprovedtobenew 
to Chins, 24 new to Hunan, and three new to 
Fokien. Capt, Light is to bo congratulated on 
hoying mide this valuable collection in spite of 
having nondequate collecting onthit;thospucimens 
were prossed'and brought home ine book ubout 
Gin, by din.! In order that zeal of this kind 
might be Lotter utilized in futuro for the benefit 
of scionoo, an assurance Waa sent to Hood 
Quartors—and npposred in Ordors —that any 
mili officer intending to visit tho inter.or 
and wishing to be ‘provided with collecting 
outfit could be eo accommodated on application 
to this De ont, 

Plora of North-East Kwangtung:—In Sep- 
tember pnd Qctohor threo Chinese | colleotors 
wore distutched 4o Hoi Fung, about 100 miloy 
ay tho ovast, with instructlous to procosd 
jaland ty tlie Lion Fa Mountains, to explore 
thoss and then, crossing them, to- make 
colloctiend “on “tho-furthrer side round ‘the 
sources of tho Han, They snecoaded in carry- 
ing out this programme and broaght back an 
interesting collection. Aning the most im. 
portant discoveries was that of Munglictia 
fordiana, Homal., only previously known 
asa single troo in Hoogkong. and that in 
& precarious state owing to its failura to 
propagat» itself or to admit of artificial 
propagation, Th: treo was found iu fruit, and 
seeds svere brought back, some of which wore nent 
toKew. The collection is not complotely worked 
out, but onoagh has been dons to show that the 
flora of these mountains is an extension of that 
of the Lo Foa Mountains, woll known from tho 
Jubonre of Sampsom. Faber, and Ford. A 
large onmber of the intercsting species dis. 
covered thore by these’ collectors are repoutad 
in Lien Fa Shon. The numbors for this 
collection in. the Colonial Herbariwa are from 
1535-1684 and 1825-1894, 

Examination of the Constituents of Nutural 
Forest: in Hongkong.—The Jargest natural 
wood left by onr Chinese predecessors is near 
Little Hongkong Village. About 50) acres of 
the hillsides aboré the village aro densely 
covered with wild trees having an average 
height of about 20 feet and containing indivi- 
duals up to 44 and 50 feet high. .

Mr, Mortimoro most kindly 
undertook to do go, ond in March a box of them 
was reesived in good condition, The clumps 
were atonco planted in varios situations and 
all’ are doing well. Tho bamboo grows on the 
Island ot Wenchaw upon which the British 
Consulate is situated, This is a new record of 
the species for the Province of Chekinng and 
connects {he two previously known habitats in 
Kiangsu and Fokion.
